Group I, claim(s) 1-3, drawn to a Phospholipase A2 [SEQ ID NO: 30]. 

Group II, claim(s) 4-11, drawn to DNA encoding Phospholipase A2 having the 

sequence of SEQ ID NO : 29, vector, host cell and method of making the 

enzyme. 

Group III, claim(s) 12-15, drawn to antibody to Phospholipase A2 [SEQ ID NO: 
30]. 

Group IV, claim(s) 16-18, drawn to a Phospholipase A2 [SEQ ID NO : 30] 
inhibitor screening method and a composition comprising the inhibitor. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

3. The special technical feature of Group II is the nucleic acid (SEQ ID NO : 29), 
which are not shared by Groups I or III or IV. The special technical feature of Group I is 
Phospholipase A2 or the polypeptide sequence of SEQ ID NO : 30, which are not 
shared by Groups II or III or IV. The DNA of group II is related to the protein of group I 
by virtue of the fact that the DNA codes for the protein. The DNA molecule has utility for 
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the recombinant production of the protein in a host cell. Although the DNA and the 
protein are related, since the DNA encodes the specifically claimed protein, they are 
distinct inventions because the protein product can be made by other and materially 
distinct processes, such as purification from the natural source. 

The special technical feature of Group III is the antibody, which is not shared by 
Groups I or II or IV, because the antibodies do not have any of the features of the 
polypeptides. Instead, they are spuriously related like a ligand and the corresponding 
receptor where the features of the ligand per se are not related to the features of the 
receptor. 

The special technical feature of Group IV is the inhibitor compound obtained by 
the method of screening the inhibitor, which is not shared by Groups I or II or III, 
because the protein and the inhibitor compound are structurally unrelated, and that the 
compound can be obtained by using the enzyme isolated or purified from natural 
sources. 

Since Groups l-IV do not share a corresponding special technical feature, they 
are not so linked as to form a single inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

4. A telephone call was made not made to request an oral election.
